3LAND EXPLAINS.

tive Bland, author of thfl Blaud silver 
Seigniorage bill vetoed yesterday, author- 
ized the following statement concerning 
the veto and its ettect upon the future ot 
sJ(w:

into uie currency any indie silver until 
lie lias more bonds and a greater gold re- 
serve. HP insist.-, ou the fight that has 
toeai in nio^rt-sh for tuj last year, on the 
cue limit liy those who wish to increase 
the 5>onded~ delt in the interest ot na- 
buuftl banks by selling bonds for gold 
•til for monsy to pay t'le current ex- 
prtidntut» ot the government, and on 
the other Irand by the represent atives of 
us pi-oplt1 v/ho are opposed to bend is- 
sue.- und in i avor of coiuing the .silver 
lollion, tae as»e*.s we have on hand, 
ami n«ing this money in t'ac payment of 
carre:,1. t-iwnditurt's.

dent ih.it under the single gold standard 
nothing can be done on the currency 
(]ti'btiou without consulting the tew peo- 
ple who own the gold ot the world. 
These peopie have dictated the veto 01 
this bill. The fight troni now on will be 
whether the people of this country shall 
unitrol the currency by permitting gold 
and -.ilver to come to the mints free and 
thub supply themselves with constitu- 
tioua! money or whether we are lo be 
mere hl.ivea of the owners of goU ill 
Lomlijird street and Wall street."

States and Great Britain over the seal 
waters, acd these two nations are bound 
to secure, if they c in, the co-operation 
ot other interested nations —Russia, Ja- 
pan and China, and perhaps Germany. 
The policing of the seal waters, winch 
had previously been a temporaiy expedi- 
ent, was made a permanent charge upon 
the parties to the arbitration, and the 
difficulties in the execution of the task 
had been enormously increased by the 
vast extent ot the protected zone fised 
by tho arbitration, comprising all of the 
Pacific ocean e.wt ot the IbOth meridian 
and north ot the d3th parallel and Bey- 
ring sea. 


It the effort to secure the co-operation 


of Russia and Japan and. Oliina shoah" 
succeed, of which there is every piom- 
ise, tho zone woiild be still further ex- 
tended so as to include tho western Pa- 
cific to the ->lioies of Asia. No such task 
as thia—the policing of a vast ocean— 
was ever before undertaken, and it be- 
came necchsary to devise a system by 
which this could be done effectively 
economically and permanently, by too 
combined action ot the nations inter 
eeted. The first requisite to an ollectivt 
and economical patrol was tho establish 
mcnt of permanent b;t-sis of supplies 
There will probably be three of thesn — 
San Francisco on tho ea.it. Yokohama 01 
tho west and Pearl ban or, Hawaii, in 
the center, all on the lower boundary o: 
the protected zone.

ffect upon a healthy animal is ncga- 
ive. By this means it has been discov- 
ered that many herds of cattle supposed 
o be in perfect health aie really tuber- 
culous.

stroying the infected cattle wherever
